The  Heidelberg  Student  Princes  rounded  out  the  1947  football  season  with  the  best  record 
since  the  undefeated  team  of  1930,  by  snaring  seven  wins  and  suffering  only  one  loss.  Coaches  Paul 
Hoernemann  and  C.  E.  Uptegraph  greeted  16  lettermen  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  and  devel- 
oped their  squad  around  these  men.  The  opening  game  against  Ashland  gave  strong  hints  that  a 
good  team  was  in  the  making  as  the  Princes  swamped  the  Eagles,  33-0.  Scoring  in  every  period,  the 
Tri-Color  piled  up  327  net  yards  rushing  to  Ashland's  22.  Devine  scored  two  touchdowns  and 
Gribble.  Miletti,  and  Yackey  the  others,  as  Slemmer's  golden  toe  picked  up  three  extra  points.  The 
Princes'  only  defeat  of  the  season  came  at  the  hands  of  a  fighting  Muskingum  team,  who  won 
14-0.  Both  the  Muskies'  touchdowns  resulted  from  Heidelberg  fumbles.  Much  optimistic  com- 
ment was  offered  concerning  Heidelberg's  chances  had  this  game  been  played  later  in  the  season. 
Following  this  defeat,  the  Princes  charged  through  the  remaining  opposition  for  six  straight  wins. 
Homecoming  saw  a  large  crowd  at  Columbian  Stadium  to  witness  an  exciting  win  over  Otterbein, 
14-8.  In  a  hard-fought  battle,  the  Princes  struck  early  when  Devine  traveled  down  the  side  lines  for 
the  first  score.  Baker  scored  the  second  touchdown  on  a  line  plunge.  Heidelberg's  next  victim. 
Capital,  succumbed  20-0.  After  Butdorf  recovered  the  opening  kick-off,  Devine  skirted  right  end 
for  35  yards,  and  Baker  plunged  into  the  end  zone  from  the  five  yard  stripe.  Baker  and  Devine 
scored  the  other  two  touchdowns.  Wittenberg  was  treated  to  some  fancy  blocking  as  Heidelberg 
trounced  the  Tigers,  37-13.  Valentine  scored  two  touchdowns,  going  67  yards  for  the  first.  Devine 
scored  next,  after  Mick  had  recovered  a  fumble.  Baker  scored  the  other  two  touchdowns.  Slemmer 
displayed  his  kicking  prowess  as  he  blasted  a  35-yard  field  goal.  The  rampaging  Princes  downed 
Ohio  Northern  20-0  to  capture  their  fifth  Conference  win.  Devine  hit  pay  dirt  early,  going  through 
right  tackle  for  the  TD.  Spino's  pass  to  Gribble  was  successful  for  a  score.  In  the  third  quarter  But- 
dorf swept  left  end  for  the  final  HC  tally.  Heidelberg  walloped  Assumption  62-0,  before  a  small 
throng  of  loyal  Heidelbergers  braving  a  cold  and  rainy  night.  HC  garnered  nine  touchdowns,  six 
conversions  and  one  safety.  Scampering  across  the  goal  line  once  were  Beaber,  Sanders,  and  Auble, 
and  crossing  it  twice  were  Yackey,  Butdorf,  and  Devine.  Further  testifying  to  the  great  defensive 
strength  of  the  Princes'  forward  wall,  was  the  fact  that  the  Assumption  team  penetrated  Heidel- 
berg territory  only  once.  Playing  before  a  large  Dad's  Day  audience,  Heidelberg  captured  its  sev- 
enth win  by  defeating  a  strong  Wooster  team  9-0  in  the  final  game  of  the  year.  Five  times  during  the 
season  the  powerful  defenses  of  the  Tri-Color  held  their  opponents  scoreless.  The  Scots  had  pre- 
viously beaten  Muskingum  and  proved  that  they  were  tough  by  displaying  strong  defensive  strength 
and  a  powerful  offensive  machine.  Early  in  the  first  quarter,  Bissell  blocked  a  punt  and  Gribble  re- 
covered on  the  Scot's  seventeen,  but  Heidelberg  could  not  score.  A  few  plays  later,  however,  Spino 
shot  a  pass  to  Gribble  that  brought  the  pigskin  down  to  the  eleven  of  Wooster.  Valentine  plunged 
to  the  one,  where  Divine  then  took  the  ball  and  went  over  the  pay  stripe.  Slemmer  missed  the  con- 
version but  made  it  up  in  the  third  quarter  by  kicking  a  field  goal.  Thus  the  season  closed  with 
Heidelberg  snaring  seven  wins  against  only  one  loss.  The  Princes  scored  195  points  to  35  for  op- 
posing teams.  Heidelberg  gained  third  place  in  the  Ohio  Conference  and  had  the  best  defensive 
record.  Devine  was  named  to  the  first  team  of  the  Associated  Press  All-Ohio  and  Bissell  and  Grib- 
ble were  given  honorable  mention  on  the  International  News  Service  team.  Devine  with  54  points 
was  the  leading  scorer,  and  was  followed  by  Baker  with  36,  Slemmer  had  25,  and  Yackey  scored  18. 
The  team's  great  record  was  chiefly  caused  by  such  players  as  Baker,  Wilson,  R.  Egbert,  Spino,  Bis- 
sell, Devine,  Baum,  Auble,  Sanders,  Valentine,  McKillip,  McElheny,  Butdorf,  Geib,  Raines,  Lyle, 
Slemmer,  Grimm,  Lorenz,  Gribble,  R.  Steinecker,  Miletti,  Underhill,  Prasher,  Bishop,  Yackey,  Mick, 
Beaber,  Warner,  and  Strickmaker.  Looking  forward  to  next  season  was  even  more  pleasant  after  a 
power-laden  freshman  squad  defeated  a  varsity-loaded  sophomore  team  by  a  score  of  6-0  in  a  post- 
season game. 


An  up-and-down  basketball  season  produced  twelve  wins  and  ten  losses  for  the  Heidelberg  Stu- 
dent Princes  during  the  1947-48  basketball  season.  Using  returning  lettermen  as  a  nucleus  for  the 
team,  Coach  Paul  Hoerneman  frequently  changed  the  line-up  during  the  year,  but  could  never  com- 
bine a  consistent  winning  combination.  The  team  was  handicapped  by  lack  of  height,  and  had 
periods  of  hot  and  cold  spurts  throughout  the  season.  The  Student  Princes'  first  triumph  was 
notched  against  the  Wright  Field  "Kittyhawks,"  52-40.  Kenny  Mast  dumped  in  16  points.  Because 
of  a  recurrent  knee  injury,  Ed  Holtcamp  dropped  from  the  team.  Heidelberg  celebrated  its  first 
home  game  with  a  win  over  Ohio  Northern,  46-35.  Foster  and  Mast  netted  11  points  each.  This 
game  and  all  other  home  games  were  broadcast  from  the  Columbian  court  over  Tiffin's  FM  station, 
WTFM.  Capital's  strong  quintet  knocked  the  Princes  out  of  the  win  column  in  the  closely-fought 
game,  54-52.  Sherman  netted  13  points  in  this  contest.  Pulling  an  upset  over  highly-regarded  Ken- 
yon,  the  Princes  beat  the  Lords,  66-48,  with  Freshman  Chilcote  meshing  16  points.  A  strong  Mount 
Union  team  soundly  whipped  the  Hilltoppers,  62-39-  The  Tri-Color  next  journeyed  to  Cleveland 
to  whip  the  Fenn  Foxes,  45-33.  Foster  hit  the  hoop  for  12  points  to  lead  the  scoring.  The  Assump- 
tion Purple  Raiders  from  Canada  were  overpowered,  60-49,  as  Mast  tallied  17  points.  The  Polar 
Bears  of  Ohio  Northern  were  beaten  again,  50-42,  with  Foster,  Sherman,  and  Mast  leading  the 
scoring.  The  Otterbein  Cardinals  sank  the  Princes  in  a  close  contest,  50-48,  despite  Mast's  season 
high  of  24  points.  Kent  State's  high-flying  Golden  Flashes  shipped  the  Hilltoppers,  64-40.  Wel- 
ter scored  12  points  in  this  encounter.  The  entire  team  helped  win  number  eight,  downing  the 
Wright  Field  team  for  the  second  time,  63-35,  with  Foster  meshing  12  points.  Kenyon  gained  re- 
venge for  a  previous  beating,  repulsing  the  Princes  in  a  close  game,  63-58.  Mast  sank  22  points  at- 
tempting to  catch  the  Lords,  but  to  no  avail.  Heidelberg's  deadly  shooting  routed  Wittenberg  for 
their  ninth  victory,  73-50,  with  Yackey  chalking  up  14  points.  Foster's  foul  shot  in  the  overtime 
period  gave  HC  a  hard-fought  win  over  Ashland,  5  3-52.  Bob  Baker,  joining  the  team  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  semester,  led  the  scoring  with  18  points.  Running  into  tough  opposition, 
Heidelberg  dropped  three  straight  games.  Capital  routed  the  Princes,  54-46,  with  Lutterbein, 
Engle,  Bissell  ,and  Mast  leading  the  scoring.  Muskingum  swamped  the  team,  95-60,  Yackey  getting 
14  points  and  Otterbein  was  victorious,  81-43,  holding  high-scoring  Mast  to  one  point.  Heidelberg 
broke  their  losing  streak  by  beating  the  Ashland  Eagles  again,  64-51.  Scoring  a  major  upset,  the 
Princes  gave  a  fine  defensive  exhibition  by  routing  the  powerful  Mount  Union  team,  42-36.  Foster 
and  Mast  led  HC  in  the  scoring  department.  The  Hiram  Terriers  were  Heidelberg's  twelfth  vic- 
tim, falling  to  the  tune  of  49-44.  Bissell,  Yackey,  and  Chilcote  poured  in  the  deciding  points.  Fail- 
ing in  the  fourth  quarter,  the  Princes  couldn't  quite  catch  up  and  the  strong  Kent  State  squad  went 
ahead  to  defeat  Heidelberg  in  a  close,  hard-fought  battle,  68-60.  Mast  helped  the  Princes'  cause  by 
scoring  17  points.  Traveling  to  Canada  for  the  final  encounter  of  the  year,  the  Heidelberg  five  was 
whipped  by  an  avenging  Assumption  team,  50-43.  Thus  the  season  closed  with  a  record  of  12  wins 
and  10  losses.  Kenny  Mast  was  the  team's  leading  scorer  with  a  season's  total  of  243  points,  for  an 
average  of  11  per  game.  He  finished  sixteenth  in  the  Ohio  Conference  for  individual  scoring.  Bill 
Yackey  was  elected  honorary  captain  by  his  teammates.  In  addition  to  veteran  players  Mast  and 
Yackey,  others  who  played  leading  positions  on  the  team  were  lettermen  Foster,  Welter,  and  Sher- 
man. From  the  previous  year's  Jayvees  came  Grimm,  Lorenz,  Bill  Baker,  Singerman,  Bissell,  and  Val- 
entine. Several  veterans,  all  freshmen,  contributed  greatly  to  the  team.  Engle,  Chilcote,  Lutterbein, 
and  Bob  Baker  all  played  stellar  ball  and  will  help  even  more  next  season.  Spezzaferro's  freshman 
team  sported  a  fine  record  of  sixteen  wins  and  only  two  losses,  indicating  there  will  be  plenty  of 
competition  for  next  season's  starting  berths.  The  freshman  team,  after  losing  one  game,  came  back 
to  win  the  city  amateur  title.

Thirty-seven  candidates  reported  to  Coach  Uptegraph  only  to  have  nature's 
torrents  and  the  resulting  wet  diamonds  hinder  all  efforts  to  get  a  starting  nine  ready  for  competi- 
tion. The  pre-season  information  gave  Heidelberg's  contribution  to  America's  favorite  sport  a  good 
pitching  staff  but  the  loss  of  Holtcamp  and  Lucas  lowered  this  a  few  notches.  Rain  again  struck 
a  blow  at  the  Tri-Color  forcing  five  of  the  twelve  games  to  be  cancelled  preventing  the  opportunity 
for  much  needed  experience.  Lack  of  practice  showed  from  the  start  with  Findlay  winning  the  first 
game  of  the  season  by  a  margin  of  19-2.  Four  more  defeats  in  inter-collegiate  play  followed  this, 
the  Hilltoppers  losing  to  Toledo  University  10-3,  Ashland  College  6-4,  to  Bowling  Green  State  Uni- 
versity 10-2,  and  to  Wittenberg  College  11-0.  The  "B"  squad,  after  bowing  to  Bloomville  and  the 
Tiffin  Mud  Hens,  upset  the  varsity  in  a  hard-fought  battle  by  the  score  of  4-3.  This  defeat,  plus 
the  able  pitching  of  Frank  Bissell  who  came  up  from  the  "B"  squad  ranks,  gave  the  team  its  drive 
for  the  only  victory  of  the  season,  an  8-5  triumph  over  Findlay,  removing  some  of  the  sting  of  the 
previous  pounding  handed  out  by  the  Oilers.  The  season's  finale  came  with  another  defeat  by  the 
bats  of  the  Toledo  Rockets  with  their  seven  runs  to  the  Princes'  two  runs. 


Mother  Nature  made  it  difficult  for  all  spring  sports  last  season.  Rain,  plus  the  fact  that  the 
Mohawk  Country  Club  links  were  opened  late,  kept  the  linksmen  from  getting  that  much-needed 
practice  during  the  entire  season  and  also  cancelled  several  matches.  Starting  with  an  eleven  match 
schedule,  constantly  shifted  due  to  climatic  conditions,  the  team  won  one  in  the  nine  actually  played. 
Going  to  the  south  central  part  of  the  state  where  the  sun  seemed  to  shine  always,  the  boys  met  a 
well-practiced  team  from  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  were  defeated  9-3.  Following  a  defeat  by  Otterbein, 
the  Princes  of  the  links  dropped  three  to  the  elements,  the  matches  with  Findlay,  a  return  with  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  and  Toledo  being  cancelled  or  postpom-d.  The  next  match,  the  second  scheduled  with 
Findlay  was  dropped  by  a  score  of  12-5.  Coming  back  fast  two  days  later,  Heidelberg  gained  its 
only  victory  of  the  season,  a  9-5  win  over  Ashland.  A  scheduled  return  match  with  Otterbein  was 
rained  out.  Ken  Mast's  76  failed  to  stop  the  Findlay  foursome  in  the  second  match  with  them, 
the  Oilers  winning  ^/j-^Vj-  Ashland  came  back  to  avenge  its  previous  defeat  to  the  tune  of  8-4  and 
the  season  was  closed  with  Wittenberg  winning  9-3.  Ken  Mast,  placing  sixth  in  the  Medalist  divi- 
sion of  the  Ohio  Conference  Golf  Tourney  at  Granville,  was  the  team's  outstanding  golfer  with  Jim 
Hale,  Clayton  Simpson,  and  Bill  Kuhn  playing  good  golf  throughout  the  schedule.

Operating  under  a  new  constitution,  the  Women's  Athletic  Association  became  the  new  Wom- 
en's Recreation  Association.  Headed  by  Ethel  Bowman  and  her  staff  of  officers,  the  WRA  started 
the  year  with  the  annual  fall  picnic.  Teams  chosen  for  the  full  year  began  an  active  schedule  of 
basketball,  volleyball,  and  Softball  tournaments.  Honorary  teams,  picked  from  the  regular  teams 
played  some  inter-collegiate  games,  besides  the  regularly  scheduled  games  between  themselves  and 
the  faculty  women.  Play  night,  sponsored  by  the  WRA,  officially  opened  the  new  gymnasium  to 
all  social  functions  and  gymnasium  classes.  A  certain  number  of  points  given  for  each  attendance  at 
scheduled  games  insured  the  more  active  members  a  sports  letter.  An  annual  spring  picnic  and 
election  of  officers  for  next  year  wound  up  an  active  season  of  sports  for  the  members  of  the  WRA.

With  five  meets  scheduled  for  the  season,  the  first  complete  squad  of  trackmen  since  before  the 
war  reported  to  Athletic  Director  T.  R.  Turney  who  acted  in  the  capacity  of  track  coach.  Heidel- 
berg's striders  of  the  cinder  paths  made  track  the  most  successful  spring  sport  with  three  victories  in 
five  meets.  The  spring  rains  which  hampered  track  workouts  and  slowed  conditioning  resulted  in 
the  Princes'  finishing  last  in  a  three-way  meet  with  Oberlin  first  and  Otterbein  second  to  open  the 
season.  The  second  meet  was  lost  to  Ohio  Wesleyan's  powerhouse  by  a  score  of  104-22.  Eichen- 
berger  picked  up  two  firsts,  one  in  the  broad  jump  and  one  in  the  220-yard  low  hurdles.  Wolfe 
was  second  in  the  880-yard  dash,  Protheroe  second  in  the  110-yard  high  hurdles,  Schober  second  in 
the  discus,  and  Franklin  second  in  the  high  jump,  these  accounting  for  Heidelberg's  points.  In  the 
third  meet,  the  Hilltoppers  gained  74  points  to  Kenyou's  36  and  Ashland's  25  for  the  first  victory. 
Eichenberger  made  20  of  the  team's  points  with  firsts  in  the  broad  jump,  220  low  hurdles,  110  high 
hurdles,  and  the  100-yard  dash.  Meeting  Lawrence  Tech  of  Detroit  and  Findlay  in  another  three- 
way  meet,  Jere  Caswell  set  a  new  high  jump  record  for  Heidelberg  of  6  feet  ,1  inch,  filling  in  with 
Eichenberger's  18  points  and  firsts  for  Franklin,  Schober,  Warner,  Campbell,  and  Protheroe  to  snare 
7TY2  points  for  the  Tri-Color  as  against  48  for  Lawrence  and  2iy2  for  the  Oilers.  Bringing  the 
season  to  a  successful  climax,  the  trackmen  ran  rings  around  Wittenberg  84  to  43.  Caswall  and 
Eichenberger  again  led  the  team  with  Dick  Lutterbein  and  Irwin  tied  for  first  in  the  pole  vault, 
Warner  winning  the  880,  Campbell  winning  the  mile  and  Franklin  winning  the  two  mile.

The  Aps,  Heids,  and  Independents  tried  desperately  to  overcome  the  Exes'  athletic  superiority  during  the  year's 
intramural  activity  and  prevent  the  Hoke-Miller  trophy  from  being  permanently  retained  by  the  Red  and  Green.  The 
Exes  needed  only  to  win  the  trophy  this  third  year,  to  gain  permanent  possession  of  the  coveted  trophy.  Beginning 
their  winning  ways  early  in  the  fall,  the  Exes  captured  the  football  championship  with  four  wins  and  two  ties.  The 
Heids  were  second  with  three  wins,  two  ties,  and  one  defeat,  followed  by  the  Aps  with  two  wins,  one  tie,  and  three 
defeats,  while  the  Independents  did  not  have  a  victory  but  had  one  tie  and  three  defeats.  All  games  were  played 
at  the  National  Field  and,  despite  the  lack  of  equipment,  were  highlighted  by  fast,  rough  action.  With  the  advent  of 
the  basketball  season,  four  freshmen  teams,  the  Dragons,  Eagles,  Hot  Rods,  and  51-ers,  formed  a  separate  freshman 
league.  The  Exes  captured  all  their  games  to  snare  the  championship,  as  did  the  Eagles,  to  lead  the  Freshman  league. 
These  two  teams  then  played  for  the  championship,  and  the  Exes  were  triumphant,  37-26.  The  Independents  were 
second,  followed  by  the  Heids  and  Aps,  while  in  the  Freshman  league,  the  Hot  Rods  were  second,  the  51'ers  third,  and 
the  Dragons  last.  Storck,  Wolf,  and  Ball  were  the  leading  scorers  in  society  competition,  while  Malmisur,  Bulthen, 
Wall,  and  Riley  led  the  freshmen.  Despite  a  general  lack  of  interest,  and  a  number  of  forfeitures,  the  rampaging 
Exes  could  not  be  stopped,  and  added  the  volleyball  title  to  their  achievements,  dethroning  the  Heids  as  champions. 
Thirty-two  men  participated  in  the  invitational  foul-shooting  contest.  Four  men,  Haines,  Robey,  Eckert,  and  Parmelee 
gained  the  semi-finals.  Bill  Eckert  emerged  the  winner,  defeating  Parmelee  in  fifty  throws,  45-44.  Eckert  tossed  in  176 
baskets  out  of  200  attempts.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Softball  season,  the  Exes  had  amassed  a  total  of  450  points;  the 
Heids,  330;  Aps,  230.  Behind  Koloze's  smooth  pitching,  the  Exes  annexed  another  championship  and  completed  a 
year  of  intramural  games  without  suffering  one  defeat.  The  Hoke-Miller  trophy  was  then  permanently  awarded  to 
the  Excelsior  Literary  Society  for  winning  the  cup  three  years  in  succession.
